W ashington, Oct. 8 .— T he ad m inis­ 
tration cu rrency bill and 
P resid ent 
W ilson's 
annou nced 
determ ination 
to w rite it into law before Dec. I 
becam e th e 
sto rm cen te r of legis­ 
lative activity. 
P residen t Pro Tom Clarke of the 
■enate, M ajority L eader K ern, Demo­ 
cratic W hip Lewis, C hairm an Owen 
of th e banking and Cu rrency com m it­ 
tee and S en ato r Ollie Jam es of K en­ 
tu cky w ere called to th e W hite H ou se 
to discu ss the situ ation. 
A fter th e conferences it becam e a p ­ 
p a re n t th a t m easu res w ere 
to 
be 
taken to get th e D em ocrats of the 
senate behind th e cu rrency bill as a 
p arty 
m easu re. 
T h e W hite 
H ou se 
took the a ttitu d e th a t th e D emocratic 
m ajority shou ld take step s a t once 
to d em o n strate its resp onsibility for 
legislation. 
T he sen ato rs who conferred with 
th e p resid ent took th e p osition that. 
as the D em ocrats w ere resp onsible for 
cu rrency legislation, they shou ld take 
th e m a tte r into th eir hands. 
It was 
indicated th a t one 
m ethod 
which 
m ight be p u rsu ed w as to w ithdraw 
th e bill from the consideration of the 
full com m ittee, w h ere it is now tied 
up , and tu rn it over to th e com m itter» 
D em ocrats, as w as done in th e house. 
By this method, if th e com m ittee 
D em ocrats w ere u nable to ag ree on 
th e bill, it could be taken direct to 
the D em ocratic cau cu s, althou gh sen ­ 
a te leaders were dou btfu l as to the 
ou tcom e of a cu rren cy cau cu s u nder 
p resen t conditions.

would, how ­ 
ever, be a choice betw een su bm itting 
th e bill to the full com m ittee of Re­ 
p u blicans and 
D em ocrats or taking 
it into cau cu s. 
M ajority l e a d e r K ern said th a t if it

go vern or’s sten o g rap h er to the head 
of th e dep ortation bu reau of th e state 
hosp ital commission. 


Asked Aid Fro m Ta mma ny . 


R y an’s story of the go vern o r’s al­ 
leged effort to m ake p eace with the 
lead er of T am m an y Hall w as his sec­ 
ond recital of an a tte m p t on th e p art 
of th e governor to obtain p olitical in­ 
flu ence to stop the trial. 
R yan 
asserted 
th a t , Su lzer 
had 
asked him to obtain the offices of De- 
lancey Nicoll, attorney for the elder 
R yan, as a "go betw een” in the p ro­ 
p osed negotiations with the T am m any 
leader. 
Ryan said th a t he m ade no 
effort to see Mr. Nicoll. 
It ap p eared from R yan’s testim ony I 
th a t a “friend” had seen C hairm an i 
B arn es and obtained a s ta te m e n t th a t i 
th e 
"Rep u blican 
organization 
would 
do nothing.” 
Sarecky, m u ch heralded as th e gov­ 
e rn o r’s sta r w itness, sp oke in a high 
p ip ing voice and his an sw ers came, 
alm ost u niformly, w ithou t hesitation. 
“ W e received either from T am inany 
H all or from the secretary of s ta t a,” 
began Sarecky, “a blank form in which 
a s ta te m e n t was to be m ade ou t of 
receip ts and ex p enditu res of cam p aign 
fu nds. 


Rig ht to File Sta tement. 


“T h e qu estion cam e up as to w heth­ 
er th e co m m ittee of th e g overno r’s 
friends, of which I was tre a su re r, had 
th e right to file a statem en t, ini» s- 
m u ch as it had neglected, or som e one 
had neglected, on behalf of the com ­ 
m ittee to file with the secretary of 
s ta te a notice to th*- effect th at such 
a com m ittee had been formed. 
So I 
som e one su ggested th a t I tu ke the 
m a tte r up with Mr. Su lzer. 
"I w ent into his room and told him 
of th e qu andary we w ere in and he 
said, ‘Well, m ake up th e statem en t 
anyw ay; It d o esn’t m atte r vory m u ch 
who signs it, as long as we comp ly 
w ith the Sp irit of the 
law.’

w orked on the statem e n t for abou t 
a day and a half, brou ght it in to Mr. 
Su lzer and he signed it.” 
“ Did William B u ller have anything 
w hatever to do in the w ork of p re­ 
p aring th at sta te m e n t? ” 
"No, sir,” S arecky declared e m p h a t­ 
ically. 
“ W hy did you leave ou t any m on­ 
ey s?” 
"B ecau se I did not have any record 
before me at the tim e I m ade up the 
sta te m e n t to cover the item s I om it­ 
ted. 
I u sed p a rt of th e m oney th a t I 
dep osited to my own accou nt in set­ 
tling a su it ou t W est th a t had been 
brou ght agu inst Mr. Su lzer du ring th e 
cam p aign.”

T here w as scarcely a tim e since the 
election w hen men w ere not a t work 
j in one w ay or a n o th e r u p on tile bill 
which has become law, so the delays 
are not tile su bject of tile criticism 
th a t lins been show ered u p on congress 
and its methods. 
T he tariff is rath er 
im p ortant, and it takes tim e to change 
all those Items in the different ached 
ules. 
Besides, du rin g a1) this delay 
the cou ntry has had an op p ortu nity to 
p rep are for the tariff changes. 


On* o f the Sma ll Items. 
One of the item s last to be settled in 
the tariff bill and w hich a t one time 
seem ed likely to end in disagreem ent 
w as the rate on zinc. 
It grew ou t of 
a p olitical condition. 
Back in 1908 
Uncle Joe C annon w en t d ow n into the 
Jop lin district, the zinc region of Mis­ 
souri, and fou nd an old soldier, one 
who had rep resented th e district as a 
D em ocrat years and years I a* fore and 
w as in loos ru n n in g on the R ep u b­ 
lican ti*ibet—an d for a du ty on adm-. 
Uncle Joe told those Jop lin p eop le that 
if they elected C harlie M organ to con­ 
gress they shou ld have a du ty on zinc 
M organ w as elected. 
T h a t meta! then I 
becam e a storm center of the Payne j 
bill. bu t zinc had its du ty. 
The old 
p rom ise figured in the recent confer­ 
ence and w as fou ght u p and dow n for 
a long tim e before the hou se w on its 
contention au d greatly 
redu ced the 
du ty. 
Riv ers a nd Ha rbo rs. 
River and harbor im p rovem ents will 
not be allowed to langu ish u nder the 
new adm inistration. 
President Wilson 
has signified his intention of sp eaking 
a t the com ing rivers and harbors con­ 
gress nex t D ecem ber, Ju st as his p red­ 
ecessors in office sp oke a t sim ilar g ath ­ 
erings. 
Nearly every p resident since 
Mr. Cleveland has been inclined to lib 
eral ap p rop riations for rivers am i har­ 
bors, althou gh M cKinley did encou rage 
the d efeat of one bill back In 1900. 
As 
for congress, It has been p ractically 
com m itted to an ap p rop riation bill ev­ 
ery year. 


Cha mp Ma kes a Decla ra tio n. 
H arp ing on th e cau cu s, certain Re­ 
p u blicans w ere p u ttin g the qu estion 
u p to Sp eaker C lark in p arliam entary 
inqu iries. 
Finally C ham p em p hatical­ 
ly declared his p osition, saying, "T he 
sp eaker of this hou se lins nothing on 
the face of the earth to do w ith any 
rule, regu lation o r p rop osition p ass­ 
ed by a D em ocratic cam us, Rep u blican 
cau cu s, bull moose cau cu s or an y oth 
c r sort o f cau cu s.”
